Such  instruction  is  invaluable  to  students  who  do 
not  plan  in  majoi  iii  English.  These  students,  who  ful- 
fil] requirements  in  the  department,  are  introduced  to 
literary  works  thai  comprise  an  essential  pari  oi  the 
though!  .mil  culture  ol  oui  world.  English  majors  pro- 
ceed in  their  developmenl  ol  critical  abilit)  and  ap- 
preciative  experience  through  a  comprehensive  program, 
which  was  revised  in  1961.  This  program  involves  six 
required  courses  which  begin  in  the  junior  yeai  with  an 
introduction  to  the  stud\  ol   literature.
